Or 
toward attack on undefended. towns 
or unarmed shipping © Or toward the 
use of poisonous chemicals? All these 
things were expressly prohibited by 
the Geneva convention but the treaty 
has been torn to shreds. < 
Supposing some unscrupulous pow- 
er—and’ we have teason to know, un- 
fortunately, that there are unscrup- 
ulous powers just.as there are un- 
scrupulous men—chooses to use the 
submarine in a manner not permitted 
by whatever agreement may be reach- 
ed, what remedy has its’ opponent ex- 
cept meeting ruthlessness wtih ruth- 
lessness? The great powers today, 
are in a compact, it is true, for the 
preservation-of peace, or, as an al- 
ternative. for the ‘‘humanizing’’ of 
war. . Undoubtedly this means. that 
any power which breaks its coven- 
ant will invite—indeed compel—the 
other powers to. become hostile 
against it.” The result in sum, will 
obviously be that every war hereafter 
will be a’ world war, because it has 
become ‘a ruthless war. And after 
all perhaps the contemplation of that 
prospect will. be the strongest argu-

CITIZENSHIP 
Pye clans ae | 
What Sydney Smith once said about 


| the citizen being taxed from the crad- 
‘le to the grave iis recalled by an art- 


icle from the Pen of Mr. Grattan,0’- 
Leary which appears in the current 
MacLe~’s, It is generally held to be 
one of the wonders of the world that 
man pays so-much in income tax 
to the Dominion, so-much in supple- 
mentary revenue to the province and 
so-much on his house to the city and 
presto! the ship of state appears’ to 
navigate herself with the almost 
negligible’ sum. But O’Leary has 
dug a little deeper than this and he 
shows that. what Sydney Smiith said 
wias no mere hyperbole but the literal 
truth. 

A child's first tribute’ to the state 
is $1.50 for a birth certitficate, Baby 
carriage, talcum powder, blankets, 
medicines on which duty are paid if 
they are imported are needed along 
with the eertificate. A similar suc- 
cession of duties continues up to 
manhood when he becomes engaged 
and on an imported ring he pays 35 
per cent. duty and $2 for a marriage 
license. The tax collector again in- 
tervenes the very moment he starts 
furnishing a home and takes toll on 
the house itself, the lawn mower, the 
hose and the garden seed, itself, the 
lawn mower, the hose And the garden 
seed. When he dies his estate is 
taxed for succession duty and as like- 
ly as not fo customs duties on his 
coffin and his tombstone.

. . the State charged people 
$2,380,182 for the privilege of 
going to the theatre . . . Can- 
‘adians who drink wine or beer or 
whiskey aided by a few American 
tourists . . paid $3.50 and per- 
haps $4 every time they bought 
a bottle of Scotch.

the minister of finance takes 15 
cents. If you smoke two pack- 
ages a day the'taxes you pay to 
the Dominion government fer the 
luxury of smoking alone is 30 
cents a day. $108 a year!... 
Bvery time a golfer loses a ball 
in the rough and is compelled 
to buy a new one the State gets 
10 cents, ,? 

O’Leary shows us, in brief, that 
from January 1 to February 19 the 
citizen pays all his earnings to the 
State. He refers, of course, to Can- 
adian citizens. In many other coun- 
tries the period is even longer. Up 
to January 26 the Receiver-General 
gets the lot, Until the night of Feb- 
ruary 10. ell-his earnings go to the 
municipality. For the next nine days 
all he carne is collected by the prov- 
ince.

while that of mines and forests 
have been trebled, fisheries dou- 
bled and developed water power 
increased six times over.
